The notorious John Chamberlain, 
who has presided over as many gam- 
bling establishments, in the shape of 
pool rooms, race tracks, or fare banks, 
as any other man in this country—the 
than who was declared a bankrupt last 
Spring, and who was forced to-sell out 
his fast horses and race course at Long 
Branch, and his club room and faro 
bank in this city—has opened another 
club room in this city, and expects to 
de a heavy business. He has refur- 
nished #he club house on New York 
avenue, and has got everything in 
readinéss for a grand reopening, which 
shortly takes place, and to which a 
great crowd will be invited. Cham-

As long # the game is con- 
fined to “short-card” games, such as 
poker, euchre and old sledge, they 
may get along all right, but just as 
soon as they open binking. games— 
faro, roulette, roug+et-noir or games of 
that class—they lay themselves open 
to arrest, and render the gambling 
paraphernalia liable to seizure. 

The gambling fraternity expect that 
the coming session will be a good one 
for their business, as there 18 a very 
general impression that there will be 
a good deal of money in circulation 
‘luring the Winter and a great many 
people here. There is to be consider- 
able legislation that wi'!l attract peo- 
ple, such as the various railroad bills— 
the Texas Pacific in particular—the 
reorganization of the army and navy, 
the new tariff bill and many others. 
The people who are interested in these 
measures generally come here with 
well-lined pockets, and spend the 
same liberally, and while itis being 
thrown around the sporting men ex- 
pect, and nearly always receive their 
share, but when it is scarce, as it was 
last session, they. receive but little. 
Thus, the more flourishing the times 
the greater the number of gambling 
Louses found in this city, as well as 
elsewhere. Those who have been in 
Chamberlain's new tiger den say that 
it is furnished regardless of cost, aad 
and that the temptations offered are 
very great.— Washington Corr.

Daniel Webster’s 


Ezekiel, 


For his own brother, Ezekiel Web- 
ster, Daniel had not only the mest de- 
voted affection, but the most exalted 
respect. In his early yedrs he looked 
as anxiously for Ezekie’s approval of 
all his acts, as Coriolanus did for 
that of his mother. His confidence 
in his elder brother’s judgement was 
urnbounded; his reliance on his wis- 
dom and counsel was without limit. 
When he had breught the whole na- 
tion to pay homage at his feet for the 
splendor of his triumph in the Hayne 
debate, Daniel Webster had one keen 
regret: “How | wish,” he sorrow- 
fully exclaimed, “that my poor brother 
had lived till after this speech, for I 
knew that he would have been grati- 
fied by it!” ° ° - .. Bap 
pears from a statement made by Mr. 
Webster in after years that they 
shared themegre contentsofa common 
purse until they had fully established 
themselves in - their profession. But 
neither the assistance of his father 
nor of his younger brother enabled 
Ezekiel to pursue his college course 
without interruption. He was 
obliged to eke out his expemses by 
taking charge ofa private school in 
Boston, keeping pace with his college 
class as best he could in the odd hours 
when he was not teaching. Ezekiel 
was thought by many persons who had 
the opportunity of judging his quali- 
ties the equal of his more celebrated 
brother in intellectual endowments. 
Their father was wont to say that 
“Ezekiel could not tell half he knew, 
but Daniel could tell more than he 
knew.” Ezekiel’s great failing was 
his timidity, while Daniel was as bold 
and fearless as a lion. Still, the 
other brother’s talent won him high 
rank both as a lawyer and politician. 
He rose to the head of the bar in his 
native State, served often in both 
branches of the Legislature, and at 
the time of his death, in the very 
prime of his years, is pronounced to 
have been “by far the most worthy 
and influential man in New: Hamp- 
shire.” It was on the 10th of April, 
1829, that Ezekiel Webster, at the age 
of 49, fell suddenly dead in the midst 
of a brilliant argument in the Court- 
house at Concord, at the very feet of 
the Judges. His death was caused by 
heart disease.—From Harvey's Remin- 
iscences.

Seven Hundred Men Eagerly Apply For 
It—Only a Few Get It,

(S. F. Mail, 22d.] 


Charles Crocker’s offer of 
the Potrero yas cheerfully 
yesterlay morning by seven hundred 
laborers, eager to work at the low 
wages offered. As early as five o'clock 
the scene of the intended improve- 
ments was visited by crowds of work- 
ingmen ready to wield the pick and 
shovel, The directors of the works 
were surprised. They had evidently 
- not expected that their offer would be 
so generally accepted, as there were 
upwards of three hundred and thirty 
men ‘on the ground. That number 
were engaged and detailed as follows: 
18 as foremen; 50 as drilling holes for 
blasting; 50 to drive carts, and the re- 
mainder to use pick and shovel and 
assist in loading eight platform cars. 
It is the intention of the railroad com- 
pany to grade through from Illinois to 
Kentucky street. To perform this 
work will ‘necessitate the removal of a 
body of rock and clay one- block in 
width, three hundred feet in length, 
and from twenty to fifty feet high. 
The soil so removed will be used in 
filling inthe swamp in the vicinity. 
The men who have signified their anx- 
iety to assist in the work are, for the 
most part, apparently honest fellows 
who look forward to hard work as a 
means of obtaining a livelihood. There 
are a few exceptions. Young men, 
who, being without friends and con- 
cenial employnient, have, by the force 
of poverty, been driven into compet 
tion with persons better fitted by na- 
ture and training, forthe work. Such 
men are always at hand. Their pres- 
ence does not indisputably prove that 
-he times are exceptionally hard. It 
was the crowd of willing laborers who, 
in other days would have scotied at 
the petty offer. of $1 a day toiling 
earnestly to earn that pittance, that 
exemplified the present necessity ol 
the poor. The men are to be paid by 
the day, and yesterday after the men 
had been assivned to their respective 
dutids, the paymaster, with two assist- 
ants, took the names of all at work and 
issued te such a check for a half day's 
pay. The same arrangement wis ob- 
served in the afternoon. At night the 
checks were cashed by a payinaster 
who came on the ground with the 
requisite coin. Boys were paid half 
rates. Ina few days the men will be 
divided into gangs anda different 
method of payment adopted.

Prorosep ABOLITION OF OuR DIPLO- 
Matic Servics.—New York, January 
29d.—A Tribune Washington special 
says: The Sub-Committee on Appro- 
priations, charged with the prepara- 
tion of the Consular And Diplomatic 
bill, had a long interview with the 
Secretary of State to-day. The 
important feature of this conversation 
-was the announcement made by Rey» 
resentative Hewitt of an intention to 
perfect a measure looking to the entire 
abolition of the Diplomatic Service 
andthe transfer of the ordinary sub- 
jects of diplomatic correspondence and 
intercourse to the Consular Service, 
leaving special subjects of negotiation,

such as treaties, etc., to special Com- 
missioners. The history of our diplo- 
matic intercourse, he said, presents 
numerous instances wliere this course 
has. been pursued, even when we have 
had Ministers resident at the Courts 
of the Powers interested in the nege- 
tiation. Hewit told the Secretary also 
that he favored the establishment of a 
Consular Bureau in the Department 
of State, to have charge of Consular 
affairs. When the Consular and Di- 
plomatic bill is under consideration he 
prdposes to make a speech, setting 
forth these ideas,
